+. HE Imperial Court forefeeing the Death of 


the Bifhop ef Lub ck may occafion Troubles 


between Denmaik and the Houfe of Gottorp ; is 
about to propofe vo England and Holland their 
Choice of either of the 2 foliowing Expedients for 
preventing them. 

The Firft is, To maintain the Rights of the Moufe 
of Gottorp to that Bifhoprick ; ‘and to look upon that 
to be the Defign and End of the Guaranty of the 
Treaty of Travendael. 

The Second is, To confider this Affair as a Difpute 
in Law, and co refer it to be decided by the Aulick 
Council. 

Ic is eafy to thew, that the firft of thefe Expedients 
is the only one thac ought to be admitted ; as being 
eonformable to the Juitice of the Pretentions of the 

ufe of Gottorp, and to the Intereft all the Allies 
have co prevent the War that on this Occafion might 
break out in the Circle of lower Saxony. 
~The Rights of the Houfe of Gottorp are founded 
ona Treaty concluded in the Year 1647 between 
that Houle and the Chapter of Lubeck ; by which 
that Chapter objig’d themfelves, after the Death of 
the Bithop at that. time living and the Coadjutor 
then already nominated, to choofe for the future for 
Bithops or Coadjutors, 6 Princes, one after the other, 
of the Houfe of Holftcin and of the Line of Gottorp. 

This being afterwards drawa into Conteft by 
Denmack, the Parties came to an Agreement a 
Gluckftad the 12th. of Ogtober 1667, by which 
Frederick King of Denmark then reigning promis'd 
both for binviell-and his Succeffors and Defcendants, 
to let things fubfift in the fame manner they had beeg 
regulated by the {rid Treaty of 1647, -fo far as they 
telated to the fucue BleGion of a certain number of 
the Line of Gotrorp. 
‘The King of Denmark now reignin ronew'd the 
fame Promif: the 12%h of Auguft 1700, by an Ariicle 


of the Treaty of Travendael, in the following ex- 


©. As for the Treaty concluded in 1647 by the 
* Houfe of Holttein-Gotcorp with the Chapter of 
* Lubeck, touching the Election, of Bithops. for 6 
© Generations, his Danith Majefty:engages to abide 
* by the Agreement made on that fubje& at Glack- 
* flad in the Year 1667, and the Promife contain'd 
“in the fame, without permitcisig-it to be infring’d 
$ dire@ly or indirealy. 
- Tis apparent'ir would be doing great Injuftice to 
fhe Houle of Gortorp, to fubmit.to_ the Decifion .of 
‘the Aulick Council, a Right already acquir’d and 
confirm’d to that‘Houle by fuck folému Treaties. 

It would alfo-be injurious to the Porentates that 
concern’d themfelves in fetling the Treaty of Tra- 
vendael, to refer ta the Decifion of a Courtof Juftice 
a matter already: decided byotheir Mediation and 
fapported with their Guaranty. 
“In thort, plain Reafon and Law, pat it out of all 
Doubt, thas a Procention bejng forurd, and 


ed, and an Agreement being afterwar 
which that Pretention is 
Queftion which fide had the Right. No, he that 
renounc d, and thofe who claim from him can never 
bring that Affair into Difpue ageu ; but are bound 
to abide by the Agreement and Renounciation. 
Therefore, if Denmark will nor keep within 
Bounds, but have Recourfe to Arms, either to hin- 
der the Houfe of Gortorp from taking Poffeflion of 
that Bithoprick when it fhall be vacant, or to dif- 
poffefs them when in it ; ‘tis clear the Guarantees of 
the Treaty of Travendael cannot excufe themfelves 


_ wader any pretext from affording the Houle of Got- 


torp an effectual Guaranty. 

"Tis the Intereft of thofe Guarantees to declare this 
very plainly to Denmark ; becaufe fuch a Declara- 
tion would infallibly prevent Troubles into which all 
the | bordering Porentates will be drawa on one fide 
or vother, and by which France only can be a Gainer. 

It may be depended on, that the Houle of Gottorp 
having Pretentions fo folidly founded, will never fub- 
mit to anew Decifion ; becaufe they have a {ufficient 
Right to take Poffeffion of the Bithoprick on the De- 
ceafe of the prefenc Bithop. 
The Houfe of Gottorp is confirm’d in this Relolu- 
tion by the firm Affurances the King of Sweden has 

iven to affift them in that Cafe ; and has declar’d 
a he do fo, by his Minifters ar

that. fhould the confent to let this Affair 
be referr’d to the Aulick Council, (which is the ut- 
mof Favour Denmark can ex;ect from them,) that 
Crown looking upon its Pretentions to be thereby in 
fome Degree authoris'd, will take a plaufible Pretexr 
from it to oppofe Y Force of Arms the Houfe of 
Gottorp’s taking Poffeffion of the Bifhoprick, © 

There is therefore mo other way ‘han ‘hat already 
hiated above, of preventing Troubles thac may be 
of fuch dangerous Confequence. Namely, forthe 
Maritim Potentates, in Quality of Guaranrees of the 
Treaty of Travendacl, 1o declare im exprefs Terms 
to Denmark, that they bold themfctves oblig’d by 
their Guaranty co affift the Houfe of Gortorp againit 
any Potentate whatever, and 10 eftabiifh and maintain 
them in their. péacabie Poffeffion of the Bithupnck of 
Lubeck when it thall become vacent. Aa 
‘This means cannot fail ro be cffectual, it being 
certain that fuch a Decizration. would keep Den- 
mark quiet, that Corwn having sieither the Will nor 
Power to éxcite Troubles, wnlefs the Guarantees en- 
courage them by neglecting the Duties of their Gua- 
ranty, and fhewing Indifference for the Rights of the 
Moufe of Gottorp, which Rights are the Object of 
. »& contrary Proceeding is expected from their Equi- 
ty and Prudence. ’Tis not dowbred but by plain and 
pofitive Declarations they will ftifle'a Fire thac feems 
teady to break our. But atthe fame time they are 
gonfides how much ’tis to be apprehended 
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fo good a Remedy may prove ufelefs if applied coo 
late. The Health of the Bifhop decreafes daily: ‘tis 
moft apparent he cannot Ilve 3 Months longer ; ts 
therefore abfolutely neceffary to proceed without De- 
lay to the abovelaid Declaration.
